petrator of such inhuman wickedness. Ger~ 
many. is. suffering herself already. They 
‘Will increase, even If every scrap of food is 
{taken from the occupied countries. It is the 
[plight of Belgium, Holland, Denmark and Nor- 
Way Which must arouse the keennest sympathy 
fond, if it Js at_all possible to make arrange- 
ments whereby they can be assisted without any 
[supplies golng to Germany, or Italy, doubtless 
the Allies will not sland in its woy. The real 
Jaimeulty is a8 {0 how far those two countries 
feould be trusted to observe the provisions of 
Jany. such scheme.

lof her colonial possessions. If indeed such are 
fo be the Axist demands France may be con-

funeonditional surrender carrying with it every 
Jdishonour, which it is quite likely Germany 
in her war of revenge would seek to impose. 
[On the other hand a suggestion is made that 
the Axis will announce that it will only deal 
with the Allies en bloc. This would seem to be 
[the more cunning move, for, if the enemy secks 
{to impose such terms upon France as have been 
suggested, it will only serve 10 confirm the 
[British Empire in its determination 10 continue 
ithe struggle. Similar terms it would never ac- 
feept, but would rather go down Aghting. Thus 
{they may think that to observe reticence with 
[regard to ultimate peace terms may serve them 
by’ giving them an opportunity to spread the 
impression that alter all they might not be so 
[severe, which in its turn would undoubtedly 
Impress the defeatists, and lend them to sup- 
port the demand for an early peace. Then when 
{the Allied had mode the first move, and per 
Ihape after it was too late to relrace steps, the 
[Axis could come out in its true colours’ and 
make ‘the demands which are undoubtedly’ in 
ithe minds of thelr leaders. The story told of 
the negotiations which led (o the ‘Treaty of 
Bucharest, when a German negotiator replied 
toa proiest ‘concerning the stiffness of the 
terms imposed, was “You think there stiff: they

that their presence in the British Isles is the 
Most, powerful testimony to the unity of the 
Empire's purpove, must have been most reas 
‘suring, There were no heroics in the brondeast, 
just comradeship and goodwin, the tone being, 
Set by, the announcer who described the arrival 
of an “All Black” who will be remembered for 
a tong while as a éplendid Rugby half-baek, "We 
all remember him at sn opponent last time,” 
{aid the ‘announcer. "And “We thank goodness 
that he is on our side this time." The second 
cheering broadcast Was made by an American, 
who had joined up with the Canadian forces, 
and he told why he was fighting for the Allies, 
He had been a radio announcer in San 
Francisco, he eaid, and the news he had had 10 
handle daily in preparing ‘his broadcasts had 
convinced him that his duly was to fight on 
the side of Democracy. He admitted that he 
had never cared much for Englishmen. ‘The m- 
pression he had received when meeting them 
had been that everything and everyone not Eng- 
lish was considered slightly barbarian. Since 
‘meeting many Englishmen and serving with 
them, his opinion had been completely changed, 
‘and he voiced his pride in being able to fight 
side by side, with ‘Britons in defence of the 
whole world’s cause These’ two. broadcasts, 
however, came on either side of another which 
struck a. grim note, Air Marshal Sir ‘Cyril 
Newall, without mincing hiv words, told the 
British’ public what they might expect_when 
the Nazis began their air raids in force. Though 
the defences of the British Isles were strong, 
he said, there could be no hope that the Nazis, 
would not penetrate them-—at first, He warned 
thet lors of life and material damage was to Ue 
expected av a result of ‘Nazi. raids, but em- 
phasized that these raids would cost the Nazis 
heavily. He recalled thot German raids over 
Britain in the last war proved so severe on the 
German pilots ‘that, towards the end of the 
War they preferred to dump thelr bombs into 
the sea rather than face British Mghters. With-

picture of what is. probably to come, confident 
in the heart of the British people who, he said,

“After overwhelming the Chinese 
forces, under the command of Gen 
eral Chang ‘Tze-chung, and toking 
‘udvantage of the weakness of the 
Chinese defences on the west bank 
‘of the Han river, the Japanese 
Jaunched a drive on Tehang,” the 
Generalissimo continued, but the’ 
Chinese forces withdrew into the 
hills, north of Ichang, ‘The Chinese 
forces, at present surrounding 
Tehang, are within five hundred 
‘metres’ of the port, whilst the main 
ody is within thee or four kilo~ 
motes. 

Blitzkrieg Tact 


“E am confident we can annihilate 
the Japanese forces, on the west] 
bank of the Han river," asserted 
the Generalissimo, “We are meeting 
the Japanese blitzkrieg tacties, with 
magnetic warfare, drawing’ the| 
enemy to his doom, 

Referring to the Japanese bomb- 
ing of Chungking, “he paid high 
tribute to the Chinese Air Force, 
which engaged the Japanese bomb- 
ers at odds of often one to five, 
fand_in many cases fighting con 
Uinuously from three to six hours in 
the air, without respite, 

‘Two-thirds of every Chinese 
squadron of fighters were hit by 
Japanese machine-gun fire, At one 
time a fighter plane, flown by pilot 
Chow Chiskal was hit by 09 machine= 
gun bullets,

No Peace 


"We held a mecting of the Na 
tional Government office today, and 
even if Japanese bombers levelled 
the entire city of Chungking to the 
ground, our National Government 
office will continue to hold meetings 
here," he said, 

‘Referring to the Japanese pam= 
phlots dropped over Chungking, the| 
Generalissimo stated it was evident 
that the Japanese hoped to compel 
the Chinese to surrender. “There! 
ean be no pence but surrender, if 
the Chinese negotiated for peace| 
now,” he declared, “We must con 
tinue to resist even if we are com= 
pelled to: withdraw Into one pro- 
Vinee, or one city, where we can 

it ‘breathe the air of freedom. 
Our determination and unity can- 
not be shaken,” he concluded,

Chinese Press Sees 
Indo-China Attack 


Shanghai, June 21, 

‘The tense situation in’ Indo-China 
in view of a threatened Japanese at-| 
tack was commented on by Chinese’ 
‘evening papers in Shanghai yesterday. 
It was asserted that French authori- 
ties had taken military precautions in 
Giangshan, Haiphong and Canton Bay 
while Chinese troops had been rushed 
to the Yunnan border in readiness for 
‘a possible attack on the provinee. 
Anti-aireratt guns were placed at 
Strategic places and Chinese military 
authorities were quoted as saying they 
Would offer strong resistance’ should 
the Japanese try to attack Yunnan 
hy way of Indo-China. 

‘Hongkong reports published by the 
same papers indicated that the Japan 
ese were making war-like prepara: 
tions with a view to attacking Indo- 
China. Japanese war vessels an- 
chored off Hainan Islands were stated 
to have moved towards Tokyo Bay. 
‘Troop movements were said to be 
much in evidence in Formosa. Secret 
conferences were held in Hainan by 
‘Tapanese authorities, About 60 Japan- 
‘ese war vessels were alleged to have 
gathered together around the istand. 























T. V. Soong Reported 
On Way to U.S.A. 


Shanghai, June’ 22. 

Carrying. secret instructions from 
General Chiang Kai-shek, Mr. T. V. 
Soong, noted Chinese financier, left 
Hongkong for the United States last 
‘Tuesday, the “Shanghai Mainichi" 
Feported yesterday evening on good 
‘authority. 

According to the paper, Mr. Soong’ 
will exchange views with American 
Government leaders on the questions 
of peace and the extension of further 
financial assistance to China by the 
United States. 

The newspaper was informed that 
General Chiang has promised that if| 
he is successful in his mission to the| 
United States, he will be installed as| 
the Chungking Executive Yuan head, 
as well as Minister of Finance.

Hongkong, June 21.

“dimes” for such a load. While this 
rate may seem reasonable, it becomes 
burdensome if paid ten or 20 times in 
a day or two. ‘The coolies who 
navigate these barrows, tolling day 
after day on all kinds of roads. may 
truly be said to earn their salt, 

Beggars from this part of the 
country go to the salt fields near 
Haichow, and get salt without paying 
full prices, In some cases, no. doubt 
they resort to begging or stealing. 
Such persons carry the salt in bags 
fon their backs, with cloth straps over 
their shoulders. If they sit down to 
rest, it is dificult to rise again, with 
the “heavy load, Each one carries a 
stick, with @ short cross bar at one 
fend.” When the bearer stops to rest, 
the ‘stick is placed under the bag of 
salt, with the eross bar at the upper 
fend’ of the stick. This enables’ the 
bearer to get some relief from the 
weight of the burden, even though 
he cannot sit down. “Men, women, 
and boys carry salt in this way. 

Probably a good many of them are 
not real beggars, but they use this 
method of carrying salt in order to 
avoid paying taxes. For some rea- 
son, there is a quaint custom of 
allowing all such ‘carriers to. pass, 
free of charge, Between tax stations, 
sometimes one may see » barrows 
loaded with salt, carrying rest sticks 
fon the barrows.’ Each barrow is ac= 
companied by two or more persons. 
On approaching a tax station, the 
people take the salt on their backs 
‘and carry it past ‘the extortioners, 
then ‘load it on the barrows again, 
Bearing in. mind that all such taxes 

e entirely illegal, this trick. seems 
a rather mild form of smuggling. 

‘A bandit chief named Liu Hou-yeh, 
who attained a considerable degree 
[of notoriety in this part of Kiang 
has recently come to the end of his 
earthly career. About a year ago, 
he. and some 1,600 of his friends 
Joined the Chinese Army and were 
Htationed at Giangiba, southwest of 
Teingkiangpu. Liu was appointed 
head of a ying, 800 men. Atter being 
defeated in some encounters. there, 
Liu and hundreds of his bandits re- 
turned home. Later, he and some of 
his followers made atrangements with 
the Japanese, and were appointed to 
guard a town near Suining. 

‘The Sth Route Army men caused 
Liu so much grief in that position 
that he again retired to the scenes 
of ‘his childhood. On March 18, soon 
fatter midnight," he and his " gang 
Tauinched a flerce attack on his home 
town, Lingcheng* With the aid of 
fan accomplice on the inside, the at 
tackers entered the south section of 
the town, but the main part of the 
town was strongly defended by 300 
local guards. The guards occupied 
a. mud wall, and the bandits took 
advantage of mud houses, so both 
sides were well protected, and casual- 
Lies were comparatively ‘light. | Two 
guards and one bandit were killed, 
and a few were wounded. ‘The fight 
continued for some hours, and at last 
the bandits withdrew. 

‘The inhabitants were inclined to 
resent Li's attack on his home town, 
they felt that he had been guilty of a 
breach of good form. Two or three 
days later, Liu again joined an army, 
his third and last venture of this 
sort. This time he and 40 of his 
merry men went to an encampment 
of the 8th Route Army. Details are 
unobtainable, ut apparently. there 
was some difference of opinion, or 
treachery. Suddenly the 8th Route 
soldiers massacred Liu and most of 
his men, It is said that only three 
of them escaped. 

Since these two celebrities have 
been removed from Lingcheng, the 
town has been much more quiet and 
safe than Defore.

With Marshal Petain's request for informa-| 
tion as to the terms upon which peace can be 
aveanged between France and the Axis 
Powers the fact has to be faced that Germany 
together with the belated assistance of Italy, 
hhas secured a stupendous vietory. It is re~ 
ported that France will insist upon peace 
‘with honour, while German reports state that 
only an unconditional surrender will be ac~ 
cepted. Consequently it remains to be seen 
during the next day or so exactly what the 
dictators will demand from” France. Let 
there be no criticism of the French in making 
the decision they. did. ‘The new Cabinet, 
‘composed largely of military and naval ex: 
ets, viewed the situation in the light of 
reality, and while their decision is (0 be re- 
igeetted the fact remains that the French 
have fought against overwhelming odds with 
the courage and endurance which is tradition« 
ally theirs. In the eyes of her Ally, if indeed 
the Axis Powers offered terms which France 
could accept, and did so, the honour of France 
would stand undiminished. Her sons have 
Neovered themselves with immortal glory, mak 
{ng sacrifices on the battlefield in order'to in 
ict grievous harm upon the enemy. Her 
daughters have been equally courageous in 
the performance of the various duties which 
the conduct of the war has forced upon 
them, and there can be nothing but the pro- 
foundest admiration for a nation which has 
acquitted itself so well in such tragic cir= 
‘cumstances. From the British Empire, from 
every friendly neutral in the world, there wilt 
be nothing but sympathy with France in this 
her darkest hour. ‘There will be no re- 
proach, and most certainly none from thoxe 
‘who have fought beside her- Rather will there 
te a greater determination that France shall 
yet enjoy the vietory of the common cause. 
that Great Britain will continue her efforts! 
until suecess is assured, and France again’ 
enabled to stand erect in freedom the great, and 
gallant nation she has ever been, These are no, 
idle words; they come from a ‘realization of 
the great part France has played in the 
world and ‘will continue to play, from the 
Kenowledge that all that is ood in the French 
civilization will continue despite this present 
‘grave misfortune.

TIENTSIN AGREEMENT 
June 21. 

When the Japanese commenced the block 
ade of the British Concession on June 14, 
Of last year, it was stated that this had been 
done for the purpose of forcing the accept- 
ance of the following demands :—(1) a joint 
British and Japanese search to be made for 
authors of terroristie acts already perpetrated 
‘and those which may be committed in the 
future; (2) anti-Japanese elements in the 
British’ Concession to be thoroughly con-| 
trolled; (3) all attempts to disturb the 
‘economic ‘operations undertaken by the 
Peking Government in North China be. 
iquidated, and (4) silver specie now held in 
the British Concession be handed over to the 
Peking Government. Now, just over a year 
since the blockade was first enforced, 2 set~ 
tlement has been successfully negotiated. 
Which does infinite credit to the two nations: 
‘concerned, and the individuals directly en- 
gaged in the negotiations. It has been pos- 
sible to formulate an agreement providing 
for closer co-operation between the authori~ 
ties of the British Concession, and the local 
Japanese authorities to cover the points 
raised by the first two of the above Japanese: 
demands. ‘That has been done in a manner 
‘which should in no way infringe the author= 
ity of the British in their own Concession. 
‘The administrative integrity of the Conces- 
sion has been in no way diminished, for action 
against criminals in whose ities the 
Japanese are interested will still be taken by: 
he Concession police, though there will be the 
closest co-operation ‘between them and the 
Jocal Japanese authorities. In addition there 
will be the same co-operation with regard 
to the supervision of dealings in arms and

‘and public meetings; while the sgreement 
also embodies arrangements for the suppres 
sion of unauthorized wireless communica~ 
tions. There appears to be nothing unres- 
sonable in these provisions and the fact that 
they are acceptable to both sides in the dis- 
pute which has now been ended is their com- 
pletest possible justification. 

‘The question of the silver coin and bullion 
in the vaults of the Bank of Communications 
in the British Concession has been settled by 
a thoroughly commendable compromise. With 
the exception of £100,000, which is to be 
used for the purpose of relieving the enorn 
‘ous distress resulting from the floods at 
hostilities in the north, that silver coin and 
bullion will be kept under the joint seals of 
the British and Japanese Consuls-General in 
Tientsin and shall remain in the bank where 
it is at present. The old issue as to who the 
money belongs has in no way been prejudged. 
It will be remembered that while It was the 
Japanese contention that the money belonged 
to the Peking Government, it was claimed 
by the Chinese National Government that it 
belonged to them as part of the reserves of 
the national curreney. That issue has yet to 
be adjusted, and is one which has to be 
decided between Tokyo and Chungking: it 
was certainly not one in which Great Bri- 
tain could take any other action than she did, 
and the fact that this present settlement has 
the approval of the Chinese Government is 
suMicient indication of the full realization 
that Chinese interests have in no way been 
Impaired. The agreement further provides 
machinery for the administration of the 
money allocated to relief purposes and for 
the joint control of the money by the British 
and) Japanese Consuls-General_ with the 
assistance of five experts representing Bri« 
tish, Chinese, French, Japanese and one otter 
nationality, as broad’a representation as pos~ 
sible in the circumstances. The last pro\ 
sions ensure that no difficulty will be placed 
in the way of the circulation of Federal Re~ 
serve Bank currency in the Concession and 
the control of exchange shops by means of 
short term licences. As Federal Reser 
Bank notes have been circulating on the Con~ 
cession side by side with the national cur- 
reney, this particular provision can be re~ 
garded as officially recognizing a state of 
affairs which already exists. 

‘Those who were prepared heartily to con- 
demn the Craigie-Arita formula which was 
reached later in the year between the British 
Ambassador to Tokyo, and the Japanese 
Foreign Minister can sée now that the fears 
which they expressed have not been justified 

the event. Thet formula, which after all 
merely recognized a state of affairs which 
hhad been patent for practically two years at 
the time, cleared the way for the continu 
tance of the negotiations concerning ‘Tientsin, 
and provided an atmosphere conducive to 
final agreement which, up to that time, had 
definitely not existed. ' It establiched a ‘basis, 
for that display of good will on both sides 
‘without whieh a settlement would not have 
been possible, and has proved to be the wi 
and statesmantile move which this journal 
declared it to be at the time. ‘The mutual 
Anglo-Japanese success which has thus beet 
achieved, showing the completest_ modera~ 
tion on both sides, will, It is hoped, be the 
forerunner of further adjustments of issues 
which ate still outstanding. There is a large 
number of them. None, however, need pre~ 
Sent any greater dificuity than that which 
hhas been now setiled. It should be possible 
{to adjust the differences still outstanding at 
Tsingtao, to provide for the reopening of the 
Yangtze as far as Nanking, and the imple- 
mentation of other Japanese undettakings 
which would do so much towards improving 
conditions in this part of the world. It even 
justiies the hope that the many’ local ques~ 
tions which have yet to be dealt with may 
bbe disposed of in the same effective and 
amicable manner. ‘The realistic approach 
which the British Government made to the 
whole matter when it assented to the Craigie~ 
Arita formula last year has in the result 
been completely justified. It has brougiit 
forth fruit, in conditions in which any other 
method would have proved completely sterile, 
and a community, whose only reason for 
being in China is to carry on trade, Is more 
than likely to be satisfied with results such 
as this which have been secured without loss 
of dignity on either side.

‘The overrunning of France| 
brings nd grist to the German mitt, for at 
the best she is barely self-supporting, while] 
this war has seen the ravaging of her corn 
fields, Finally it is reckoned that the whole| 
European winter grain yield will be reduced | 
from 25 to 50 per cent. owing to interrupted 
sowing, hard winter, spring floods, diversion 
of manpower, military destruction, shortage 
of horses, fertilizers and oil for machinery. 
At the same time it’ must be remembered. 
that the Allied air forces have been deliver 
ing heavy blows against military objectives: 
in Germany, and is capable, and will become 
increasingly’ $0, of returning in kind every 
thing that Germany can hope to do to Britain, 


‘Then it has (o be remembered that behind 
Great Britain stands the United States sup- 
porting the Allied cause as far as it can’ 
short of war. The manner in which the re- 
sources of that country have been placed at 
the disposal of the Allies, the material which. 
has already been supplied and which is to be 
forthcoming in the future all add to the pro~ 
mise of ultimate victory for the Allied cause. 
In all these facts is to be found the answer to. 
the question of whether Germany can stay 
the course, They most definitely suggest that 
she cannol, Hence Herr Hitler's Blitzkrieg 
in an endeavour to bring about the complete 
downfall of the Allies before the unavoidable 
pressure of the Allied blockade reduces the 
enemy nations to such a state that. they will 
no longer be able to carry on. Consequently 
those nations whose hands are already 
itching to partake of the spoils of the defeat 
of the Allies which they apparently expect| 
would do well to bide a while. ‘They may 
by precipitate action at this juncture transfer 
what is at present a European war into one 
involving the whole world. It may be 
thought by some that the London statement. 
‘quoted above is the result of wishful think- 
ing, but a moment's reflection of what war 
does to the agriculture of invaded nations, 
and what blockade does to those which have 
avoided that catastrophe must inevitably 
demonstrate the correctness of the conclusions | 
which have been arrived at. The German 
and Italian nations are involved in coils] 
which will take a great deal to break. ‘They 
cannot hope to do so as long as the Allies, 
or Great Britain alone, retain command of| 
the seas. ‘That has not been wrested from| 
them and it is highly improbable that it 
ever will be. In the circumstances to as- 
sume that an Axis victory is certain, is to 
adopt the same attitude as the B.B.C. com-| 
mentator at the 1936 Derby. He was prob-| 
ably very embarrassed over his mistake, but 
nations who make the same error in connec 
tion with this war may be even more so. In 
1914-1918 the Allies stayed the course for 
four years during which Germany set the 
pace, but it was going down the straight of 
the subsequent three months when the Allies 
outstripped and defeated their enemy. 
tory has been known to repeat itself, and 
there is not only no reason why it should 
not on this occasion, but strong probability 
that it will. 





















































INVASION OF BRITAIN ? 
June 24, 


Even a month ago the possibility of a Ger- 
many invasion of the British Isles was being 
anxiously eanvassed in the Home press, and 
while some appeared to think that such an 
invasion was a possibility in the near future, 
the majority of writers were convinced that 
no such thing could take place. ‘The invari 
able lesson of history has been that a serious 
invasion in the face of an admittedly superior 
fleet is mot a practical proposition. To that 
the answer is made that aireraft can redress 
the balance. That is open to very consider- 
able doubt. It is quite true that local super- 
fority in the air kept British naval vessels 
from penetrating the Skaggerak—and the 
Kattegat, but that was not because the ships 
could not go in, but because the Admiralty 
felt that to send ships into those waters in 
the eireumstances would be to run the risk 
of losing units which might be more urgently 
required at some other time and in some 
other place. Obviously to sacrifice import 
ant ships on what was after all a sideshow 
would “have been entirely wrong. Apart 
from that one instance the war so far has 
shown that German air power has entirely 
failed to prevent British’ war vessels using 
any waters they wished to use. Those ships: 
would undoubtedly be used against any al 
tempted invasion ‘by the enemy and the 
target they would have would be an immense 
fone. It should be borne in mind when dis- 
cussing such possibilities that to carry a 
force of 100,000 men, and that is small enough 
{in al conscience when the number of troops 
under arms in Britain is twenty times as 
great, requires about 150 fair sized vessels, — 
i smaller, more would be required. To send 
them piecemeal would be to invite piecemeal 
defeat. To send them in convoy would be 
to present to the British flotillas of high 
speed twisting, and turning destroyers, and 
‘motor torpedo’ boats the most vulnerable 
target it is possible to imagine. When what 
was done to the German troops convoyed by 
sea to Norway is remembered, when thou- 
sands of German soldiers lost their lives by 
Yeason of British submarine action, what 
would happen to a big convoy, comparative- 
ly uneseorted by reason of German naval 
losses can readily be conceived. 

‘The invasion of the British Tsles presents 
problems which are not met in ordinary in- 
vasions by land. In the case of the latter 
millions of mechanized forces can be assem- 
bled in readiness, and at the zero hour can 
make a furious dash into the enemy country 
with all the speed which modern motors can 
provide. For the transportation of an in- 
vading army by sea very different con- 
siderations arise. ‘The element of specd is 
lost, andto a very large extent the advan- 
tage of mechanization is no longer of im- 
portance. Tanks, lorries and the like have 
to be hoisted into a ship, and on arrival at 
destination —a most unlikely event, as shown 
above,—hoisted out, so that, unless the un- 
loading is not to be hopelessly prolonged, it 
Would have to take place where there were 
adequately handling facilities. That in its 
‘turn reduces the number of possible landing 
places and increases the ease with which 
they can be defended. Any idea that the 
Invasion of Britain will be just as easy as. 
that by Julius Caesar, or William the Con- 
queror can be dismissed off hand, for the 
invading troops would first have to force a 
passage across the seas, find suitable places: 
for disembarking the heavy material which 
modern warfare necessitates, and which 
would be necessary to meet the mechanized 
forces of the defenders, and even then be: 
subject {0 the attentions of the defenders 
uring the days required for unloading, and 
assembling men and material. Such invasions} 
were possible when there was no sea force 
first to be dealt with, and when the soldier 
carvied most of his impedimenta upon 
back, but the present day concept of conduct 
ing war and the heavy material with which 
it is waged are in themselves factors which 
operate against any commander secking to 
throw large forees overseas against a highly 
organized island defence. Lest it be thought 
that these opinions refer only to an attempt 
to throw German troops across the Channel, 
it must be pointed out that to strike at any 
other coast would involve longer sea journeys 
for the invaders and consequently render| 
their conveys even more vulnerable. 

‘There is also the opinion to be met that 
Herr Hitler would seck to land at several 
points simultancously in the hope that at 
Teast some of his men would seeure a foothold 
in Britain. It is a possibility which must 
be (aken into consideration, though it is 
doubtful whether the enemy has sufficient 
shipping available to undertake so gigantic 
a venture. It is to be seen, therefore, that 
the silver sea which serves Britain

Against the envy of less happier lahds: 
is still ani overwhelmingly important factor 
with which any invader will have to deal, 
and not all the air force which Germany 
commands will be able to prevent the 
British Navy from taking full advantage 
of the defence which it offers. ‘There re- 
mains, of course, the parachutist troops. 
Unless backed by a substantial invading! 
force they have merely an annoyance value, 
for Germany cannot hope to do much on 
British soil without landing troops in some 









































relation to the large forces which await the 
invaders. It would be idle to think for one 
moment that Herr Hitler will not seek to 
fulfil his obsession, but the chances are that 
ultimately he will’ repeat the famous words 
‘of Napoleon as he paced the deck of a British 
Hine-of-battleship in 1815: “In all my plans 
have been always thwarted. by the British 
Navy.” Herr Hitler is no more immune’ 
from the same disability, and though he will 
undoubtedly attempt o'set the invasion of 
Great Britain as a crown to those achieve- 
ments he has attained already, there is every 
reason to believe that those’ factors which 
led to Napoleon's undoings will lead to his. 
‘There is still much-reason to believe with 
Lord Vineent in 1605, at a time when Britain 
‘was just as anxious as she is now, who de- 
clared in the House of Lords: “I do not 
say the enemy cannot come. I only say they 
cannot come by sea, 








A TRAGIC SURRENDER 

; June 25. 
In all that has to be written about the 
armistice terms which have been dictated by 
‘Germany and accepted by the Bordeaux gov- 
‘ernment one proviso has always to be borne 
in mind. The armistice, amounting to un- 
conditional surrender, shameful as it _un- 
happily is, was negotiated by the Petain Gov- 
ernment, which cannot claim to be representa- 
tive of the French people. The real feelings 
of the French people have been indicated in 
the telegrams, which have poured into Bor- 
deaux from all parts of the world where there 
are French peoplé, which have demanded that 
France should fight on, ‘Those representations 
‘were of no avail, and upon Marshal Petain 
‘and his colleagues rest the grave respon- 
sibility for the betrayal of their people in a 
manner which a few days ago would have 
been thought impossible. Where the French 
must feel dismay is to be found in the ques- 
tion: If these are indeed the terms of 
armistice, what have we {0 expect if 
peace is negotiated? It is not so very long 
ago that Great Britain and France entered 
into an agreement not to negotiate peace 
with the enemy without the consent of each 
other. It is but a few days ago that the 
French Foreign Minister, M, Paul Baudoin, 
declared that France ‘would not accept 
humiliating, or shameful terms. That under= 
taking and declaration have been falsified 
in the event. In signing this armistice 
the Petain Government has accepted terms 
which exact the complete capitulation of 
France, involving the handing over of all 
material to be used in Germany's war on her 
erstwhile Ally, as well as placing the greater 
part of France at the enemy's disposal for 
the purpose of prosecuting the war against. 
Great Britain, The Petain Government will 
continue to exist in a relatively small area of 
France, but it will exist entirely upon 
sufferance and be completely dependent upon 
Berlin, This will be all the more the case, 
if, as it is reported, the Italian armistice 
terms will involve the Italian control of the 
whole of the French Mediterranean coast. No 
armistice has ever been bought at so high 
a price, and the Petain Government, in 
agreeing to pay it, has woefully betrayed a 
great and glorious people in a manner best 
calculated to be of assistance to the enemy 
in its proposed campaign against Great Bri- 
tain. Thus not only have the French people 
been grossly betrayed, but their Ally as well. 
It was inevitable that Mr. Churchill should, 
in the circumstances, decide to break off all 
relations with the Bordeaux Government. 
Obviously under the terms of the Armistice 
it is nothing but a satrapy of Berlin, and to 
have continued recognition of it would have 
been farcical. It remains to be seen whe- 
ther the French colonial empire will accept 
the situation quite so calmly as has Marshal 
Petain and his colleagues. Possessed of vast 
resources, dominated by men of Jarger view 
than the Bordeaux Government appears to 
be, they may decide to carry on under some 
form of government which Great Britain can 
accept, and still continue to assist as far as 
is possible in bringing about that victory 
without which the French empire cannot 

hope to exist. They realize that this Armi 
tice is designed to prevent those masses of 
Frenchmen in their native country and the 
colonies overseas continuing their struggle 
‘against the common enemy, and it is doubt- 
ful whether they will accept a situation 
which is as obnoxious to them as it is to 
their Ally. ‘The action which the Bordeaux 
Government has taken against General de 
Gaulle will probably not deter him from 
forming a national French committee in 
London to carry on the Government of the 
French Colonial Empire. Such a movement 
‘will have the completest support of the 
British Government which will give it such 
finaneial and other aid as may be necessary 
to bring such a scheme to success. If that 
is done, then the world will see France 
doing what Mr. Churchill in one of his re~ 
‘cent speeches contemplated, an empire, the 
heart of which has been captured by the 
jenemy continuing the fight for freedom from 
colonial bases. General de Gaulle made his 
intentions quite clear in his broadcast on 
Sunday. He is setting up an organization 
through which the desires of the French 
people will be made known, and it is for 


























quite possible to make thoroughly represen- 
lative of the, French: poole: throdghout: she 
world. 

The terms of the armistice by which 
France gives to the enemy all its arms, aero- 
planes, ships and gold cannot but arouse the 
greatest curiosity as to what would be the 
peace terms of the Axis if they ever reached 
position from which they would be able 
to dictate them. Obviously, there is now 
left so little to demand that peace at Ger- 
‘man, and Italian dictation would amount to 
nothing but the complete dismemberment of 
the French empire. That is the brutal fact 
which the French and the British have to 
ace. This, so far as the Axis is concerned, 
is a purely’ predatory war. It is not to right 
the alleged injustice about which Germany 
and Italy have said so much to justify plung- 
ing Europe into war, but to grab Allied 
territory in a scheme of aggrandisement cal~ 
culated fo give the aggressors complete and 
lasting dominance of Europe, and ultimately 
of the rest of the world. It has to be 
admitted that the defection of the Petain 
Government, and the acceptance of terms 
which have’ no semblance of honour about 
them, has been a serious blow to the Allied 
cause, But the damage which has been done 
is by no means irreparable. Great Britain, 
with the French colonies, or for that matter 
without them, can, and’ will carry on this 
struggle for just so long as it is necessary 
to ensure victory, and the consequent free~ 
dom of Europe from the evil thing which 
menaces it. In doing so it will have the 
immense resources of the combined Empires, 
and the huge moral and material support of 
the United States, ‘That the fight will be 
long, and hard is to be expected, but the 
defection of Marshal Petain and his followers. 
will not deter the British, nor those others 
faithful to the cause of ‘Democracy, from 
carrying on until the present gloom ends in 
the ‘glorious sun of victory. When that is 
achieved, it will not be the disloyalty of 
the Bordeaux Government to the common 
cause which will influence Great Britain vis- 
avis of her Ally, but the knowledge that 
whatever betrayal there has been, and it 

indeed a grave one, has not been with the 
consent and approval of the masses of Frene! 
people, but the act of a few individuals who 
France was unfortunate enough to find in 
office at the most tragic period of her his- 
tory. The British will remain Joyal to their 
Ally as ever they were, for they recognize 
‘where the fault lies, and.will not condemn 
the many for the gross error of the few.

The peo- 
ple so confined are given treatment better than 
prisoners on remand; are allowed to bring in 
certain furniture for their cells, and engage the 
assistance of other prisoners for such things as 
cleaning up, ote. ‘An even more. significant 
arrest was that of Captain A. 'R, M. Ramsay, 
M.P,, who was arrested under the terms of the 
same regulation prior to the amendment, The 
Secretary of State had, of course, to inform the 
Speaker of the House of Commons that a mem- 
ber of Parliament had been placed under arrest, 
and ‘it was a somewhat startled House whieh 
ard the Speaker read the letter stating what 
ad taken ‘place. During the discussions which 
followed ‘Mr. Maxton enquired if any question 
alfecting the privilege of the House was iavolv- 
ced in the arrest of an M.P, but was told that he 
should have taken the matter up immediately 
the letter had been read, and that the only re- 
course open to him was to get the Government 
to afford time for any such discussion. Apart 
from that the House appears to have taken 
the matter quite calmly, and as no information 
has come to hand concerning any debate on 
the subject in Parliament, it is to be assumed 
that members on the whole were satisied 
that the step which” had “been ~ taken 
was the correct one, and that. in any 
event they did not intend. to embarrass the 
Government in any way. It was perhaps ine 
evitable that the question of confinement 
fut trial should have been raised, but the tem- 
per of the House showed that it’ was prepared 
fo agree to the suspension of whatever con- 
stitutional rights it might be thought necessary 
{o ensure that fifth column activities in Great 
Britain should be promptly and effectively 
squashed.

Developments in U.S.A. 


While in some quarters of the United States) 
it Is alleged that President Roosevelt's appoini- 
ments of Colonel Henry Stimson, and Colonel 
Frank Knox to be Secretary of ‘and 
Secretary of Navy respectively are held to 
signify that a coalition Cabinet is being formed, 
there are others who deny it. What seems to 
be more likely is that the President is seeking 
to strengthen his position by having around 
him men who are’ in support of his present 
foreign policy, and of that both these new ap- 
pointees are staunch defenders. It does not seem 
possible, until it is decided whether or not 
President Roosevelt will run for a third. term 
‘of office, that a coalition of the Republican and 
Demoeratie parties could be formed with any 
‘Great chance of success, and it is believed in some 
circles that President Toosevelt’s action Indicates 
that he will not again seek reelection. Never- 
theless It Is reported that present congressional 
reaction to the new development is unfavourable. 
‘This is especially true in the ‘case of those 
who stil cling to the isolationist policy, which 
would have the United States refrain from giv- 
ing any form of assistance to the Allies in this 
struggle, and who believe that it will be pose 
sible to’ maintain the western hemisphere free 
from German interference in the event of an 
Allied ‘defeat. Judging trom the news which 
‘emanates from Uruguay, where a Nazi plot to) 
overthrow the Government appears to have 
been discovered at the eleventh hour, that bee 
Vet hardly appears justified, for if the Nozi 
organization ean embark upon such a scheme 
when they have a war on thelr hands which 
fs far from being ‘ended, how mich busler 
would they be in such intrigues were they not 
otherwise preoccupied? The fact of the matter 
Is that the menace to the freedom which is 
so dear to the inhabitants of the United States, 
0 many of whom have left their native lands 
where it was denied them, has become all the 
‘more imposing since the collapse of the French 
resistance. The opinion is finding a great amount 
of support in America that the defence of that 
country against totalitarianism is where, the 
Allies ‘are offering resistance in Europe.

British Aircraft Production

Tientsin Agreement Signed 


Barricades, Restrictions Removed in Tientsit 





Terms of Agreement Published 


Tientsin, June 20. 


FTER lasting 372 days, the blockade of Tientsin was lifted at 
6 o'clock this evening and free traffic between the British and 
French Concessions and adjoining area was restored. This fol- 
lowed the signing of a Tientsin agreement by Britain and Japan. 
‘The formal opening was preceded by a brief ceremony when| 


Japanese guards were drawn up 


and inspected by an officer, who 


addressed them briefly, after which they were dismissed. The 
ceremony was greeted by loud hand-clapping from a huge crowd 
consisting principally of Chinese, There were a few Japanese 


and foreigners in the gathering. 

A few minutes before the opening 
trate was stopped by a. barricade 
drawn across. the street. Crowds, 
cyclists, cars and trucks” extended 
ahout a block on either side of the 
barriers, Prior to the formal open 
ing Chinese potice energetically’ but 
politely ordered people and vehicles 
to range themselves on the left 
aide of the street. At 6 o'clock 
sharp ‘the barricade was swung aside 
allowing trafic to pass unhindered in 

orderly manner, Chinese police 
regulated trafie while several Japan- 
‘ese soldiers with bayoncted rifles stood 
bby on the pavement watching impas 
sively. 

It ‘Was, interesting to sce Victoria 
Road suddenly spring to life after a 
Jong period of somnolence. Cars and 
trucks were filled with Japanese who 
hitherte had been ‘subjected to even 
more stringent restrictions than the 
average foreigner when passing the 
barriers 

Most of the Japanese carried cam- 
eras, Thousands of foot of fim must 
have been exposed both at the bar- 
riers and within the concessions.

Following his recent request that 
the forces of belligerent Powers sta~ 
tioned in Shanghal be withdrawn at 
fan early date, Mayor Fu Siao-en has 
addressed further communications to 
the British, Freneh and Malian Con 
suls-General urging their taking im- 
mediate steps to remove the armed 
forees of their respective countries 
from Shanghat. 

‘The following, is the translation of 
his letter to Mr. A. H. George, HM. 
Consul-General: 

“Since the enlargement in scope of, 
the European ‘War, the situation in 
Shanghai has suddenly become grave 
with communities getting unsteady 
‘and unpeaceful. 1, Mayor of Greater 
‘Shanghai, empowered to. administer 
the whole city here with responsi- 
bilities of maintaining peace and order 
cannot keep myself silent. 

"For the benefit of the people and 
to protect the business interests, and 
in line. with the solemn declaration 
of the National Government in. Nan: 
kking, I seriously announced on the 
15th’ instant that in order strictly to 
‘observe neutralily and definitely safe- 
‘guard the peace and normal condi- 
tions here, the defence forces of the 
Felligerent Powers should be with- 
drawn completely from Shanghal. 

‘AL the same time it was clear that 

unlawful activities, such as ar- 
bitrary’ transferor change. of the: 
special rights which belligerent 
Powers had formerly secured in 
China shall be considered null and 
Void. ‘Tho foregoing must have been 
known to you. 

Neutrality Threatened 

“The declaration of war maki 
your country and Tlaly belligerent, 
your defence forces stationed int 
‘Shanghai have become enemies, which 
‘may cause confict through misunder~ 
standing or enmity. Although itis 
sald that the belligerent forces here 
have come to an understanding 
prevent possible friction, yet such 
‘arrangement without the participa 
tion and knowledge of the man. 
responsible for the administration of 
this city, whieh of course lacks pro- 
fective power, not being a fundamen 
at procedure, 1s insuMicient to calm 
the populace, 

inthe event of any unfortunate 
ineident happening, the maintenance 
‘of peace and normal conditions, lives 
‘and properties, as well as the neutral 
position of Shanghal are Table to be 
threatened by dangers at any. time, 
‘Thorefore, with the object in view of 
strictly observing the noutrality. of 
Shanghai, maintaining the territorial 
peace, and protecting lives and pro- 
perti¢e, as well as abiding by the 
International Law, demand is hereby 
made that the defence forces of both 
belligerent Powers be completely: 
withdrawn from Shanghai at an early 
date, to avoid misunderstanding Vead- 
ing to possible conflict.

Day of St. John’s, Gay 


Latvian Festival | 


‘Shanghal, June 23. 
‘The gayest festival In Latvia is St. 
John's day, June 24 (tomorrow). The 
celebration commences on the” pre- 
‘vious evening and goes on the whole 
night and nearly the whole popula- 
tion sees the sun rise. For the cole 
bration a special cheese is made of 
fresh mill, beer is brewed and 
barrels of dry wood or other materials 
‘are prepared which are fastened to 
Tong poles and placed on hilks after 
being set on fire. ‘The beliet exists 
that as far as the light of the fire 
‘can be seen prosperity and good luck 
‘will follow. The light is scen over 
the whole country, from bill to hill 
and the nation has always had more 
than enough for her needs. 
‘The institution of this festival must 
bbe counted from early times when 
the people believed in idols. With 
the German invasion (o spread Chris- 
tianity by means of sword and fre 
‘St. John's fire shone no more and 
with it prosperity changed to slavery. 
The elergy considered this festival 
as idol worship and steps were taken 
to stop the celebration, but 109 years 
ago it was renewed and since’ then 
it is repeated annually and during 
the last few years with exceptionally 
great splendour. 


Decorated with Flowers 


On this day the houses are de- 
corated with trees and flowers which 
grow. wild in abundance, Special 
Songs are sung which have some- 
thing common with Swiss yodels, 
During. this festival young people 
Ket aquainted and many weddings 
Bre solemnized. Girls wove wreaths 
which they threw on the better look- 
Ing oak trees. If the wreath fell that 
meant she had another year to wait. 
‘Also wreaths thrown Into rivers. If 
the stream took it to the other bank 
Wt indicated that she was to leave 
hher parents’ house and marry. In 
case ‘it sank that meant death. On 
this day many herbs were collected 
for medicinal purposes. Nowadays 
large fields are sown and hubs are 
exported. 

Last year the Latvians of Shang- 
hat arranged a gala celebration on 
Ferry Road which is still remember- 
fed by many, but this ye 
Invasion of Latvia by. 
army it is day of sorrow and there- 
fore the Association has, decided to 
refrain from holding a similar fune- 
tion.

JFPRENCH detegates to the Compiegne peace conference signed 
terms for an armistice at 6.50 p.m. yesterday, the German 


High Command announced in a 


communique issued last night. 


Colonel General Wilhelm Keitel, Chief of the German High 
Command, signed the armistice agreement for Germany and Gen- 
eral Charles Huntzinger, member of the French High Command, 


signed for France. 


‘The cease firing order will not be given immediately, however, | 
as the agreement will not become effective until six hours after the 
French have signed an armistice with Italy. 


‘Military circles here believed the 
eease fire” order might be given 
some time Monday. This forecast was 
based on the belief in German circles 
that the French would be able to 
negotiate an agreement with Ttaly as 
rapidly as they had the armistice with 
Germany. 


‘Text of German Statemes 

‘The text of the German High Com- 
mand announcement Is as follows 

On June 22, at 6.50 o'clock (Ger- 
‘man summer time), the German and 
French armistice was signed in the 
Compiegne forest. Colonel General 
Keitel, Chief of the High Command, 
signed for Germany at the order of 
the Fuehrer, Supreme Commander 
‘of the Armed Forces. General 
Huntainger signed for France at the 
order of the French Government. 

“Cessation of hostilities is not yet 
provided for.

7 
crustal sphere is called the Sial- 
sphere—from the composition of its 
rocks: silica and alumina—and_ has. 
an average thickness of from 35 10 
40 km. 
It rests upon, and is partly sub- 
merged in, a sphere of heavier rock 
which is called Sima—after its chiet 
components. silica and magnesia. It 
hhas a thickness of about 1,200 km, 
or. with the deeper Palasite layer, 
2900 km. At the centre is the sphere 
in whieh nickel (ND, iron (Fe) and 
other heavy metallic elements. pr 
dominate, and this forms the inne 
most. or’ Nifessphere. ‘The specific 
gravity at the surface is 2.75 which 
Inereases more or less regularly to 
Hat the centre of the earth 


Sial Crust Very “Thin” 
It is important to remember that 
the Sial crust of our earth forms 
‘only an insignificant part of the earth 
sphere, Tis thickness today averages 
Tess than 25 miles as. against the 
radius of the earth of about 4,000 
miles, or equal to a erust of 1 mm. 
thickness on a globe with radius of 
160 mm. This reduces the Sial crust 
to. the approximate. thickness | of 
match-box wood. Of this, again 
‘about six sevenths are immersed in 
the underlying Sima-layer, while only 
fone seventh projects freely above it, 

‘The primitive earth may thus be 
pictured as formed of a heavy central 
core, the Nife-sphere, including per- 
haps a deeply buried heart of gold; 
this is surrounded by the | Sim 
sphere; and this again by. the Sial- 
sphere. Outside this highest rock 
sphere is the sphere of water, which,

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TRANSPORT PROBLEMS 


By Mas-Gex. G, 8, Sauuaren 
(Director-General of Transportation) 


The soldier of today is infinitely bedter 
equipped and cared for than was the soldier 
of 1914, a factor that throws a big load on 
transport. Let us follow a soldier's career 
through and you will gain an idea of what 
I mean, “Multiply by the number of soldiers 
in our Army, and you will perhaps be able 
o form an idea of the size of the transport 
problem. “Let us. call our subject Mr. T. 
‘Atkins, of Accrington, a young man, 22-years- 
‘old, who receives his calling-up notice. He 
presents himself at the appointed place, goes 
jn at one end as a civilian and comes out at 
the other end as Pte. . Atkins, completely 
clothed in military garb, and fully equipped. 

‘The raw materials for the clothing. and 
equipment have had to be conveyed to the 
factory, and after manufacture taken to the 
appointed place to be ready at the moment 
they are required. Ple, Atkins is then con- 
veyed to a depot, or posted to a unit, pos- 
sibly at some considerable distance, whence 
he travels on a ticket that has been given 
hhim in exchange for a warrant he was 
at his reporting place, Arrived at his unit, 
he finds perhaps that a new hutted camp has 
been built for him, complete even with re- 
creational facilities; that his daily feeding 
hhas been looked after, that ammunition has 
come from somewhere for his musketry in- 
struction, and that one or other of the mili- 
tary services has anticipated his every need. 

‘The time comes when his unit is ordered 
toactive service and hes given free travelling 
facilities to go to his home to say au revoir 
‘and to return to his unit. Meantime, someone 
hhas been arranging that a special train shall 
be ready to take him and his impedimenta to 
the port of embarkation, a train made up of 
a variety of vehicles ready to carry the 
varied assortment of stores, and so on, that 
will accompany his unit. Arsived at the 
port, he will form the idea that going to 
abroad js the simplest job in the world, be- 
cause the process of embarking is uncanny 
4n its silence, speed and smoothness—a_ pro- 
ess gots that way when it has been done 
hnundeds of thousands of times ; but someone 
has had to arrange that ‘the Docks at the 
port of embarkation are expecting him, and 
that the Ministry of Shipping has a suitable 
vessel at the right place at the sight time, 
and to ensure that it is fully equipped and 
provisioned, that it sails at the appointed 
hour, and that it connects with the ships of 
His Majesty's Navy that convoy it safely, 

‘Over the voyage we will perchance wisely, 
raw a veil; but in due’ time, Pte. Atkins 
finds “himself at a. friendly port and 
‘again is astonished at the ease of his landing, 
fat the fact that someone has provided a 
train of the correct composition to take him 
{0 his destination, where he is further sur~ 
prised to find awaiting him his regimental 
vehicles, and all the heavy  impedimenta 
which have gone via some other port in 
England to some other port, by _per= 
hhaps specially fitted ships, and all timed 
to join up with him at the right place and 
hour, “Wherever he’ goes, Pte. Atkins finds 
that the wave of some magic wand has pro- 
duced food for himself, “petrol and spares 
for his vehicles, ammunition for his rifle or 
gun, letters from home, a muffler from his 
sweetheart, and indeed,’his every want. 

'So that ‘the wave of the wand may be 
effective, new munition factories, new supply 
nd. ammunition depots and other warlike 
establishments have had to be constructed. 
Most of them ave equipped with railway facili- 
{es and shunting yards, installed by the home 
railways to plans agreed with the War Office. 
Omficers have had te be trained to co-ordinate 
and control military traffie; stevedore bat- 
talions nd docks units have had to be raised 
and trained to handle the traffic at the ports 
overseas, also railway survey and construc~ 
tion companies to lay many miles of rail- 
way in the base depots there and to increase 
Yall facilities between the depots and the 
railheads to enable the daily load to be hand~ 
Jed; railway operating units composed of 
rivers, firemen and guards, to work. the 
trains ;'and workshop units, of fitters, boiler- 
makers and similar’ trades, to repair the 
locomotives and_waggons which have been 
sent overseas. ‘Thus not only do we provide 
the means whereby the Army and its re~ 
Guirements ean be moved, but we actually 
Perform some of the movement. 

In the theatre of war, existing 
have to be supplemented by strateg! 
to enable rapid troop concentrations to be 
achieved, ‘The last. war showed. that. the 
Gate of an offensive is governed by the date 
of completion of the allway construction 
programme’ which enables supplies to. be 
produced for it; and don't forget that a bat 
fe may use many thousand tons of ammuni 
tion a doy, apart from alt the other Feauire-

what is technically known as a “spot, of 
eave” and he will be given a little booklet 
which forms his leave pass or authority to 
‘be away from his unit. “It contains a permit 
to enable him to board the boats which he 
finds awaiting him at the port, also a 
free ticket to carry him over the British 
railways to his destination, by special trai 
that have been arranged to await the arrival 
of his boat and which bring him to London. 
‘There he finds special omnibuses waiting to] 
take him to other London termini, whence 
the final stage of his journey starts by trains 
in which special accommodation has beer 
retained for him—and so in the reverse 
direction back to his unit. ‘That is what 
transport has to do for every man in 
the Army, and if you multiply that by the 
number of men now under arms you will 
see what a formidable task it is. 

In this fob, foresight is what matters, for 
‘every emergency has got to be foreseen’ and) 
catered for in advance. I wish I could let 
you see the amount of detail required for 
some of the elaborate arrangements we have 
to make every day. In many eases, to ensure 
that there shall be no failure anywhere, the 
detail has to be microscopic : nothing is left 
to chance. But even the list of ‘the officers 
and others to whom the instructions are 
‘issued for guidance or action, is in itself a 
liberal education as well as a complete 
enigma to those not versed in the mysteries 
of the initials used in the Army. 

I wish, too, that I could make you realize 
the magnitude of the task that is being done 
daily—maybe some of you saw at the end 
of the first four months of the war a state- 
ment by the Minister of Supply that he had 
placed contracts for £234 millions’ worth 
‘of munitions since the war began ; that our 
output of shells was then ten times what it 
was at the end of 1914; that gun production 
had, in some cases, increased by eight times 
‘what it was when ‘the war started; that the 
Government had put in hand 20 new ord- 
nance factories, and had extended the factor- 
es of 300 contractors since. the war started— 
each item entailing a demand on transport. 

Apart from all the personnel and muni- 
tion movement at home, every soldier in the 
field requires every month about half-a-ton 
‘of commodities of various sorts to keep him| 
going; multiply this by the number of men 
‘we have in service and other possible thea 
tres of war, and you will see precisely what 
tonnage has to be moved.

We strolled through the 
park and enjoyed the shade afforded by the 
beautiful plane trees: we enjoyed the large 
ower beds full of pansies and those planted 
with hundreds of geraniums, they are’ going 
fo make a most effective display in a week 
lor £0; masses of geraniums were always popt 
lar, We noticed a bed of our special favourite 
Jsurmer-fowering plant Plumbago capensis, 
the flowers had been damaged ‘by the rain, bui 
they will soon recover. This plant produces 
masses of azure-blue flowers not unlike those 
of the phlox, it grows in full sunshine and 
‘blooms ‘until’ the Autumn: What more could 
‘we expect of a plant?” We saw many groups 
of the coral bush Erythrina Crista-pallt show- 
‘ing flowers and promising a fine display in a 
few days and many other plants and shrubs, 
fall ooking healthy and strong. We \ could 
have stayed in. such Interesting surroundings 
for hours, but “Tommy” heard the lion roar- 
ing and ‘ee spent another five cents 10 see 























June 20—We notice that the so-called local 
“Afimosa” is in flower: this shade tree with 
its handsome foliage and pink flowers is very. 
attractive. The branches hang gracefully ‘and 
the leaves are so “feathery” that it is attractive 
from Spring until Iate Autumn even if the 
eaves dé close and “zo to sleep” for the night, 
‘The light pink Mowers, borne in numerous 

















clusters, are very dainty. Our “mimosa” is 
really.

‘but these could easily be reduced to tess than 
Aten distinct ones. Years ago, cannas were 
grown only for their foliage as they produced 
Small uninteresting Mowers: masses of plants 
‘Were to be seen in out-of-the-way-places. One 
‘of the original ‘species was ‘Cenna  nepalensis 
this plant grows very high, sometimes over 10 
feet and at the end of the stems appears a few 
very mediocre flowers. There are still quite a 
Jot ‘of plants of this species grown locally, we 
have seen them sold as the real article only to 
cause disappointment later in the season to 
the purchaser. "Some of the modern 
eannas” are’ beautiful and just” as easily 
grown as the species referred to, so there is 
bo necessity for useto be satisfied with the older 
types. ‘The dwarf-growing Crozy. cannas. are 
perhaps the best of all, these grow about four 
feet high and they produce an abundance of 
‘bloom the whole season. We notice that the Trum- 
pet Vine is coming inio bloom: this plant has 
hhad its botanieal name changed so often

Women control the bulk of the 
nation’s retail. buying, and the very 
definite ideas of the woman customer 
regarding what she ‘wants does {ar 
more than dictate the contents of the 
big shops and stores, 

Tt guides about 80'per cont of the 
nation’s output of newspapers and 
periodicals, because these eaninot exist 
without the advertisements of firms 
catering for women, Toa far greater 
fextent than most people realize, the 
life and thought of the countey: are 
already under’ feminine domination. 

What, then, will be the effect of 
the present war, should it ‘be pro- 
Jenged for several years and involve 
the death of a great number of pre- 
sent and potential husbands?” Will 
Britain become a matriarchy? Will 
women take complete command? 
‘Will they tell _us they are siek of 
man-made world that does" nothing 
bout drift into a succession of ghastly 
wars, and proceed to show us how 
the country ought to be run?” Will 
the shortage of men result in. two 
or three women sharing a husband 
Between them? 

‘Those who expect sensational and 
dramatic changes such as. these| 
are doomed to. disappointment. A 
matriarchy could only succeed ‘| 
all the “powerful “nations of the 
world were tun by women, and 
in most other countries the women 
are elther generations away” from 
such a development, perfectly satisiied| 
with thelr present status, oF unlikely 
to find themselves in a suMiciently 
powerful majority as a result of the 
war. Changes there will be, but they 
are more likely to be an acceleration 
‘of normal and commonsense progress. 

Consolidation in Business 


To begin with, the war will almost 
certainly witness the consolidation of | 
woman's place in the business world, 
We talk a great deal about careers 
for women, but anyone familiar with

Duty of Motherhood 

‘That does not mean that women 
will forget that nature has imposed 
upon them the duty of motherhood. 
Aldous Huxley visualized a brave 
new world in which babies were 
produced synthetically,, but even 
though seience might ‘make this a 
practical possibility within a _com- 
paratively short while, human nature 
does not change so quickly. Except 
for a few mechanical gadgets, the

What Will the War Do to Women? 
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9 women with a 
‘enormous influence on the manners 


bear them. ‘The last war gave a 
tremendous impetus to infant welfare, 
and great. reforms were instituted. 
But motherhood is still one of. the 
dangerous occupations, and the bulle 
of the infant mortality’ rate ‘occurs 
during the first fow weeks of a baby's 
life. In other words, a child is pretty 
safe as soon as its mother can look 
afler it. There is the gravest risk 
as long as the mother and child are 
fn the care of others. Women will no 
longer tolerate that state of affairs, 
To abolish it they will take supreme 
command of the nation’s infant we" 
fare and motherhood services, and, to 
ensure the rebuilding. of a’ healthy 
nation, motherhood wilt be financially 
subsidized to a far greater extent than 
now seems possible. 

‘Thus, no matter whether a woman 
goes into’ business, or marries and 
brings up a family, “the march of 
‘events will give her far greater power 
than she now possesses. “She will feel 
herself to be a vital ‘and important 
feetor in the nation’s economle  sys- 
tem, and that will give her the poise, 
‘confidence, “and assurance she’ now 
lacks, Today’ it “is only. the exeep- 
tional woman who is able to dominate 
circumstances. Most women stilt feel 
that their sex is a disadvantage and 
that they can only lead an assured 
and comfortable life by winning the 
foodwill of some man, Tomorrow, 
that feeling will vanish, and every. 
woman will start life with the cer 
tainty that as much as any man, she 
can control her own destiny, 

‘That must lead to the woman of 
tomorrow being an even finer char: 
acter than the woman of today, \Pre- 
sent-day girls are magnificent in thelr 
health and alert brains, but they will 
bbe easily outshone by those” who 
Feach maturity in twenty years' time, 
No one for moment thinks that they 
will abuse their new powers. 


‘Will Women Propose? 

But it is highly probable that, with 
her newlywon confidence, woman will 
not be content to. retain a. passive 
attitude towards love and. to wait 
patiently until some man condescends 
to ask her to marry him. “A shortage 
of men coupled with a high standard 
of feminine character ‘will mean that 
women will boldly seele out thelr 
mates and take the initiative in woo- 
Sug. ‘The leap year joke of today’ of 
the woman who proposes will become 
‘the commonplace of tomorrow. 

Do these feminine triumphs mean 
that sex antagonism will be intensi- 
‘hed? One thinks not. ‘The reason it 
exists today is that women resent the 
rejudice and injustice of a man- 
mado world, Even though the aver- 
age woman may not think twiee about 
‘the subject of women’s rights, she is 
subconsciously influenced by feelings 
‘that are only openly expressed by 
the intelligent minority, Under peace 
conditions it might have taken a 
nundred years to. bring about the 
reforms women want. In a world war 
they may all be accomplished in five 
yeors, and, with the disappearance of 
fominine resentment, sex antagonism 
will soun become a'dim memor
